Just forty-nine years ago this week, the First Annual 
Assembly of the Church of God convened in Cherokee 
County, North Carolina. The date was January 26, 27, 
1906. At that time there were only four congregations in 
the Church of God—which was then called The Holiness 
Church. Twenty-one delegates from two churches in 
Tennessee, one in Georgia, and one in North Carolina 
made their way to the home of J. C. Murphy and 
strengthened one another in Christian fellowship. The 
ladies prepared the meals for the delegates. One of these 
was Mrs. W. F. Bryant. Her children brought water from 
ice-crusted springs, and a fierce snow storm swept the 
mountains during the Assembly. 

At the Forty-fifth General Assembly in Memphis, Mrs. 
W. F. Bryant was present and addressed the delegates. 
What a different scene it must have been to her eyes. 
Instead of twenty-one delegates, there were almost ten 
thousand; instead of a representation of four local 
churches, there were 4,192 from five continents. Whereas 
the Church boasted the total of four preachers at its first 
Assembly, there were more than five thousand reported 
at the forty-fifth; in the place of a rough, mountain 
home was a spacious municipal auditorium. 

As this writer was about to introduce Sister Bryant to 
the Assembly, she whispered to him that she had traveled 
to the first Assembly by oxcart and to the forty-fifth by 
airplane. The meaning of this is that the Church of God 
has expanded alongside the development of a mechanical 
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age. In its program and ministry to the needs of the 
world, the Church of God has kept pace with the ad- 
vancements of science and education. In doctrine and 
fellowship the Church of God has remained the same. 
Our success in performing under God that which we are 
supposed to do lies in our ability to utilize the advan- 
tages of a modern age and yet retain the pristine faith 
of the Scriptures. If the Church of God is able to do this, 
we shall have our greatest period ahead of us. 


Look While You Walk 


AUL THE APOSTLE SPOKE words of divine wis- 

dom when he said, “See then that ye walk circum- 

spectly, not as fools, but as wise.” Ephesians 5:15. 
That word “circumspectly” arrests our attention. Let us 
notice what it means. It comes from two Latin root words 
circum—meaning “around, about, or on all sides” and 
specere—which means “to look.” The meaning of the 
word is then obvious—“look all around.” Paul’s instruc- 
tions to walk circumspectly means that we should look 
all around us as we walk. 

If we are circumspect in our Christian lives, we will 
keep our eyes open at all times and be attentive to the 
things that are around us. We will be cautious in our 
living, careful in our-decisions, and aware of our sur- 
roundings. If we walk circumspectly, we will not be over- 
come by the devil, for we will see him approach. We will 
not fall into a snare of sin, for we will see it spread be- 
fore us. We will not fall prey to injurious habits, for we 
will see them forming. We will help our brother share 
his burden, for we will see him when he falters. We will 
not miss the gate of heaven, for we will keep it constantly 
in our sight. It is said that the best automobile driver is 
not one whose eyes become set straight ahead of him, 
for their inaction tends to dull his reflexes; but the best 
driver is one whose eyes are constantly moving to take 
in the whole landscape before him. With continuous 
swift movements of his eyes, he sees that no cars ap- 
proach him on a side road, that no child darts in front 
of him from behind some car or tree or bush. He detects 
the strange behavior of the incompetent driver ahead 
of him. The swift, comprehending motion of the good 
driver’s eyes prepares him for an emergency, for un- 
consciously he notices each embankment, each ditch, 
each curve and hill, each car and pedestrian. He who 
is alert is the best driver—and he who is alert is the best 
Christian. 

To walk circumspectly, we must look inward to detect

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Must the Roman Empire Be Revived?

A thoughtful consideration of a timely 
prophetic theme. 


Empire must be revived at the end of this dispen- 

sation? It has been firmly believed and taught by 
many that it is certain to happen, but is it barely possi- 
ble that some students of prophecy may have over- 
looked some important points and read more into some 
passages of prophetic scriptures than they actually 
teach? 

There is little in present-day developments to indi- 
cate that any such thing is about to take place. Cer- 
tainly it should be well under way by this time if it is a 
“must” from the standpoint of Bible prophecy. 

Russia would have to go down before there could be 
a revival of the Roman Empire in such power as to rule 
the world, and Ezekiel’s prophecy clearly indicates that 
Russia does not fall until the battle of Armageddon at 
the close of the great tribulation. 

Five statements in Ezekiel 38 and 39 and several more 
in various other places strongly indicate that the king 
of the north, Gog, will be the leading enemy of God in 
the last days. Specifically, they are: 

1. Gog is the one in whom God will sanctify Himself 
in the eyes of the heathen and make Himself known in 
the eyes of many nations (Ezekiel 38:16, 23). Will these 
nations fall in line with another Antichrist after God 
has made Himself known to them and has been sancti- 
fied in their eyes? Is it not reasonable to believe that 
God would choose His most outstanding enemy to make 
an example of and to show forth His power in His deal- 
ings with him rather than a second-rater? Will not the 
nations have a different attitude toward God after He 
has been: sanctified in their eyes? What else can this 
expression mean? 

2. He is the one spoken of in “old time” by the proph- 
ets of Israel. That was “old time” in Ezekiel’s day, which 
was twenty-five hundred years ago. This indicates the 
prominence of his place in Bible prophecy (Ezekiel 
38:17). 

3. The day of his fall will be a day of renown to Is- 
rael. His armies will be miraculously destroyed by divine 
intervention, and his overthrow will be followed by seven 
months of scavenger activity by the people of Israel. 
This indicates that the great time of trouble will be over 
for this is a peacetime occupation and would not be pos- 
sible during a war. 

4. The detailed description of his overthrow and hu- 
miliation (Ezekiel 39:17-21) is parallel to Revelation 
19:17-21, where the beast is captured and his armies de- 
stroyed. God says, “And I will set my glory among the 
heathen, and all the heathen shall see my judgment 
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Page 4 











that I have executed, and my hand that I have laid upon 
them,” Ezekiel 39:21. In other words, they will be con- 
vinced of the utter futility of fighting against God. All 
this will be when Gog is overthrown. 

5. The day of Gog’s fall will be the day of the awaken- 
ing and national conversion of Israel. “So the house of 
Israel shall know that I am the Lord their God FROM 
THAT DAY AND FORWARD,” Ezekiel 39:22. This will 
not take place before the time of Jacob’s trouble but 
after it and as its result. 

6. In Daniel 11:31 it says that the forces of the king 
of the north will place the abomination that will make 
the desolate which Jesus referred to as the beginning of 
the great tribulation. He said, “When ye therefore shall 
see the abomination of desolation, spoken of by Daniel 
the prophet, stand in the holy place...then shall be 
great tribulation, such as was not since the beginning 
of the world to this time, no, nor ever shall be,” Mat- 
thew 24:15, 21. 

The abomination of desolation will be the desecration 
of the Temple by the Antichrist who will inaugurate 
himself of his own worship in the holy place when “He 
as God sitteth in the temple of God, shewing himself 
that he is God” (2 Thessalonians: 2:4). Strong’s Ez- 
haustive Concordance says that the Hebrew word trans- 
lated “abomination” means a filthy and abominable 
idolatry, concretely an idol. 

The vile person introduced in Daniel 11:21 is the same 
person under discussion in verse 31 where it speaks of his 
forces placing the abomination that will make deso- 
late. He is the successor to the raiser of taxes or, as the 
marginal reference gives it, “exactor,” mentioned in 
verse 20, who in turn is a successor to the last-mentioned 
king of the north. This scripture had a typical fulfill- 
ment in Antiochus Epiphanes, but its main fulfillment, 
the double reference feature, is yet future, and Jesus 
spoke to His disciples of it on the Mount of Olives just 
prior to His death (Matthew 24:15-21). 

7. The awful invasion of Israel by the northern army 
(verse 20) is described in the second chapter of Joel be- 
fore which the earth will quake, the heavens will trem- 
ble, and the sun will be darkened, and it is said there 
has never been anything like before it nor ever will be 
again for many generations. Here, as in Ezekiel, it seems 
that it is the forces from the north that will bring Is- 
rael to repentance. This is another powerful argument 
in support of the king of the north being God’s out- 
standing enemy. 

8. The Communists today are making “craft” prosper @

ings, because we do not show forth His praises 
for those He has already given. 

If we yield to the spirit of pride, it rules and causes 
many of God’s children to hesitate and often fail to testi- 
fy or praise the Lord, and in this way, they are cheated 
of healing and other victories over the enemy, who often 
whispers, “You’d better wait until you are sure.” Our 
faith is strengthened in praises. Praise brings joy, and 
joy is the bucket that draws water out of the wells of 
salvation. We need more and more of this living water, 
for we perish without it. The Church needs a revival of 
praise. Satan is sending a host of his cunning, but power- 
ful, officers to arrest our progress in the Lord, for he 
knows his time is short. We can easily become bound by 
doubts, discouragement, fear, and hundreds of other 
evil spirits who stand ready to occupy our minds, all our 
waking hours. Anything that is not of God is of the devil, 
and Christ came to destroy the works of him who is a 
liar and a deceiver. Isaiah 61:3 teaches that those who 
mourn in Zion can wear a garment of praise for a rem- 
edy which brings beauty for ashes, oil of joy for mourn- 
ing, and removes a spirit of heaviness. 

Hebrews 13:15, “By him therefore let us offer the sac- 
rifice of praise to God continually, that is, the fruit of 
our lips giving thanks to his name.” Some say that God 
knows we are thankful in our hearts, but Psalm 66:8 says 
it is to be of the voice and to be heard. Psalm 51:15 
says the mouth is to speak it. 

Some say they just don’t feel like praising the Lord, but 
if we sacrifice a few praises, we soon have enough joy 
to keep praising. If we meet God’s conditions, we ask, be- 
lieve, and then praise Him for the answer. 

In Psalm 22:1-21 we find that David sought the Lord 
until his strength was dried up because of praying day 
and night, yet he said that God had forsaken him and 
did not hear him and was far from helping him. Did you 
ever feel like that? If you should, just keep seeking God 
like David, he humbled his soul with fasting. 

In verse 22 he begins to praise God before the breth- 
ren in the congregation, then in the great congregation 
and even to the ends of the world. God heard his praises, 
for in the next psalm he has the assurance that he shall 
not want, that his soul is restored, and that God is with 
him and he fears no evil. 

This is a good example for us today. So often we pray, 
fast, beg, and seek God day in and day out, but we never 
exercise enough faith to praise Him until the answer 
comes. His presence can be felt when He is praised 


W E FAIL to receive many of God’s richest bless- 
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enough, because Psalm 22:3 teaches that the Lord dwells 
in or inhabits the praises. 


CAN WE PRAISE Him too much? He gives 
life, light, health, salvation, everything good. Psalm 34:1, 
“T will bless the Lord at all times: his praise shall con- 
tinually be in my mouth.” Psalm 35:28, “My tongue shall 
speak of thy righteousness and of thy praise all the day 
long.” 

When Paul and Silas prayed and sang praises unto God 
at midnight as recorded in Acts 16, God sent an earth- 
quake which shook the foundations of the prison, opened 
all the doors, and loosed the prisoners, and the jail keep- 
er and his family were saved and baptized. 

When the Holy Ghost fell at Pentecost, the 120 were 
continually praising and blessing God. He is given to 
them that obey God. To praise Him is to obey Him. Psalm 
24:7, “Lift up your heads, O ye gates; and be ye lift up, 
ye everlasting doors; and the King of glory shall come 
in.” If the praise gates and doors are lifted, He will come 
in through them. We crown Him King of glory by con- 
stant praise. 

2 Chronicles 5:13, 14 tells us that when the trumpeters 
and singers made one sound to be heard in praising and 
thanking the Lord and. their voices were lifted with the 
trumpets and cymbals and instruments of music, they 
praised the Lord saying, “For his mercy endureth; for 
He is good.” Then the house was filled with a cloud so 
that the priests could not stand to minister by reason of 
the cloud, for the glory of the Lord had filled the house 
of God. Our bodies are the temple of the Holy Ghost, 
and when He comes in to dwell, we are filled with the 
glory of the Lord. 

2 Chronicles 20 tells how a great battle was won 
through a whole army praising God. Jehoshaphat, King of 
Judah, feared when he learned a great multitude was 
coming against Judah, and he set himself to seek the 
Lord; he proclaimed a fast, and all Judah gathered them- 
selves together to ask help of the Lord. He prayed, “We 
have no might against this great company, and we don’t 
know what to do, but our eyes are upon thee.” The Lord 
said, “Don’t get scared, for the battle is not yours but 
God’s; stand ye still and see the salvation of the Lord.” 
Jehoshaphat bowed his head with his face to the ground, 
and all Judah and all the inhabitants of Jerusalem fell 
before the Lord and worshiped Him, then they stood to 
praise the Lord with a loud voice. Jehoshaphat appointed 
singers that should praise the beauty of holiness as they

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FACTS ABOUT THE CHURCH OF GOD 


The Church of God cannot point to 
any one man as its founder or any 
great leader upon whose teachings its 
doctrine is founded. It was born 
through dissatisfaction with the lack 
of spirituality of existing church 
groups and a quest for deeper conse- 
cration to the Spirit of God. In 1886 a 
group of about eight God-fearing men 
and women in Monroe County, Ten- 
nessee, met for worship and spiritual 
edification. These plain, consecrated 
people continued to meet in an in- 
formal manner, worshiping God in 
song and prayer, strengthening one 
another with their testimonies and 
searching the Word of God as the 
ministers among them gave sermons 
of admonition and exhortation. The 
group became known as “Christian 
Union” and was properly organized as 
a church, with Richard Spurling the 
pastor. 

The small group grew little for ten 
years, but in 1896 great news reached 
their ears and hearts—the gospel of 
entire sanctification. Not only could 
men be saved from past sins, but they 
could live holy lives by the grace of 
God in their hearts. Many prayer 
meetings resulted, for the people con- 
tinually sought God for this experi- 
ence. The earnestness of their conse- 
cration brought upon the Church a 
spiritual experience unknown to them 
at the time, the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. This was several years before 
the world-wide outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost in 1906. Under the impetus of 
this great blessing, the Church grew 
faster, and soon there was a cry for 
meetings in North Carolina, Georgia, 
Tennessee, and other places where 
children of God wanted to hear more 
about holiness and the Pentecostal 
blessing, the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. 

Annual Assemblies were held to knit 
the body ever together in love and to 
formulate the government to guide 
and protect the young Church (the 
General Assembly now convenes bi- 
ennially). In 1907 the name “Church 
of God” was chosen as the name of 
the Church, because its use in the

New Testament seemed to designate 
it as the spiritual name of the body 
of Christ. 

Growth of the Church of God in its 
early years was not phenomenal, but 
steady. First, the Southeastern States 
were brought under its influence. 
From the Southeast, the Church of 
God spread toward all other parts of 
the nation. As congregations grew 
stronger, they sent ministers into ev- 
ery section of the U.S.A. and to nu- 
merous other countries. Today the 
Church of God is represented in every 
state of the Union and in 54 foreign 
countries. 

Sunday Schools, like foreign mis- 
sions, were emphasized from the out- 
set of the Church, and today the Sun- 
day Schools of the Church of God are 
in every place the Church itself is 
found. The Young People’s Endeavor 
existed in some sections as early as 
1923, and was officially organized in 
1932. 

The Church of God opened its first 
school in 1918, and today operates Lee 
College in Cleveland, Tennessee; 
Northwest Bible and Music Academy 
in Minot, North Dakota; West Coast 
Bible School in Fresno, California; 
International Bible College in Estevan, 
Saskatchewan, Canada; plus a number 
of schools in foreign countries and 
summer schools in various states. 


The Church of God maintains two 
orphanages, one in Sevierville, Ten- 
nessee (since 1920), and one in Kan- 
napolis, North Carolina (since 1947). 

In 1910 the Church introduced its 
first periodical, known today as the 
“Church of God Evangel.” The Pub- 
lishing Department produces all the 
Sunday School literature for the 
Church; its weekly Evangel, a month- 
ly youth magazine, The LIGHTED 
PATHWAY; a quarterly workers’ 
manual, The Pilot; and a quarterly 
missionary paper, The Macedonian 
Call. Most states have their own pa- 
pers for local news, and there are a 
number of foreign language publica- 
tions. 

ORGANIZATION 
The ministry of the Church of God 


is principally supported by tithes, 
which is a prominent teaching, al- 
though not a test of fellowship. The 
Church of God adheres to a central- 
ized form of government. Every 
church is a part of the general organ- 
ization. 

The officials of the organization 
rank as follows: General Overseer, two 
Assistant General Overseers, General 
Secretary-Treasurer, and Editor-in- 
Chief of its publications. These five 
men constitute the Executive Commit- 
tee, which appoints all state and 
provincial overseers and standing 
boards and committees. The Executive 
Committee is selected by the General 
Assembly. 

The General Assembly is composed 
of both ministers and laity who desire 
to attend and is the supreme govern- 
ing body. Its meetings are held bien- 
nially. Recommendations for rules 
and regulaticns are presented to the 
body by recommendations from the 
General Council, which is composed 
of ordained ministers only. 

The ordained ministers in council 
select twelve men, known as Twelve 
Councillors, who are to counsel with 
the Executive Committee. These twelve 
men with the Executive Committee 
compose the Supreme Council. The 
Supreme Council has the authority to 
impeach any official of the Church 
for any misconduct and to counsel 
with the General Overseer on any 
matter of general interest to the 
Church. 

Matters of importance are usually 
submitted to the Supreme Council, 
who makes recommendations to the 
General Council which, if approved by 
them, is recommended to the General 
Assembly. 

State overseers are responsible for 
the appointment of pastors in the lo- 
cal churches. Each local church has a 
right to vote for a pastor and make 
recommendations to the state over- 
seer. However, the state overseer has 
the right to veto the recommendation 
if for any reason he feels it is advisa-

Neither should it 
make one feel self-sufficient because he has been blessed 
with much of this world’s goods. Proverbs 3:9, 10, “Honor 
the Lord with thy substance, and with the firstfruits 
of all thine increase: So shall thy barns be filled with 
plenty, and thy presses shall burst out with new wine.” 

After all, we are nothing but the dust of the earth into 
which God has breathed the breath of life. He, alone has 
allowed us to develop, mature, think, study, and gain 
that which we now have acquired.

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“Be not among winebibbers; among riotous eaters of 
flesh: For the drunkard and the glutton shall come to 
poverty: and drowsiness shall clothe a man with rags,” 
Proverbs 23:20, 21. 

IRST, LET’S LOOK at the fruits of drunkenness 

Looking at the sorrows and woes that the drunk- 

ard brings upon himself and at the destructive 
ruins and shames throughout the world caused by this 
evil is enough to frighten every human being. “Wine is a 
mocker, strong drink is raging: and whosoever is de- 
ceived thereby is not wise,” Proverbs 20:1. 

Notice this clause “strong drink is raging.” Rage is de- 
fined as insanity, violent passion or feeling, anger, fury, 
frenzy. If this intoxicating, strong drink should remain 
in the bottle for a century, it could do no harm, but the 
Scripture explains exactly the condition of the raging 
mind that the drinker obtains when he takes strong 
drink into his body. It is certainly a robber of the resist- 
ing power of evil, of morality, of decency; it is swift to 
run into mischief, and so often ends in fatal ruins. “Then 
when lust hath conceived, it bringeth forth sin: and sin, 
when it is finished, bringeth forth death,” James 1:15. 
The serious part of this habit resulting in “finished sin” 
is that the unfortunate drinker ends his life in a drunken 
condition, knowing this is against God’s divine laws; yet, 
he cannot escape the judgment. As it has already been 
quoted, “whosoever is deceived thereby is not wise.” 

We could safely say that the effects of these intoxi- 
cants received into the human body act more seriously 
upon the thinking faculties with the most deceived mind 
than anything for which the appetite has ever called. Its 
influence upon the drinker fools him into a state of mind 
that he thinks he is what he is not, and he is unable to 
resist evil and to recognize danger, and he is subject to 
kill his best friend. He is only in fellowship with Satan’s 
opposing powers and crafty works which are always in 
conflict with God’s divine laws and blessings. It is hurtful 
to acknowledge that man, whom God created “in his 
own image” and to be “holy,” has yielded to the deceiv- 
ing powers of Satan and has gone raging under the in- 
fluence of this destroyer, but the fast increasing of its 
destructive ruins is present, robbing people of life, health, 
mental ability, freedom, family happiness, financial and 
spiritual blessings, and, most of all, their souls. 

Not only are the consumers of intoxicants suffering 
from the liquor traffic, but also the innocent are suffer- 
ing directly or indirectly. It’s sad to think of the increased 
number of wrecks caused by liquor traffic; people, 
crushed to death, are filling the hospitals, funeral homes, 
and cemeteries. It is sad to listen to the news of so many 
cold-blooded murders; there is no reason for helpless 
wives and innocent little children to suffer this cruel 
treatment and to be deprived of their daily necessities 
because of the results of drunkenness. There is no reason 
for man or woman to break his or her marriage vows 
and wreck and ruin homes that could have been happy; 
there is no reason for families to separate and divorce, 
thereby forcing their pitiful children upon charity. Let’s 
pray God’s mercy upon America that she will awaken to 
the facts that sobriety is needed and God must not be 
forgotten. The Bible says in Psalm 9:17, “The wicked 
shall be turned into hell, and all the nations that forget 
God.” Galatians 5:19-21 tells us that drunkenness is one 


of the fifteen evils that “shall not inherit the kingdom * 


God.” 1 Corinthians 6:9, 10 says, “Know ye not that t 
unrighteous shall not inherit the kingdom of God? Be 
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not deceived: neither fornicators, nor idolaters nor adul- 
terers, nor effeminate, nor abusers of themselves with 
mankind, nor thieves, nor covetous, nor drunkards, nor 
revilers, nor extortioners, shall inherit the kingdom of 
God.” 

So we see that the drunkard is in the same category 
as this wicked crew who will miss the kingdom of God. 
Then that means just a hell scrape, doesn’t it? Man can 
commit sin in many ways and miss heaven for reasons 
other than drunkenness, but is there any other sin com- 
mitted that affects directly or indirectly the young and 
the old, the male and female, the guilty and the innocent, 
murders as many people, fills as many prisons, separates 
as many companions by death or divorce, causes as much 
unhappiness, undernourished children, and breaks as 
many of God’s commandments as the sin of drunkenness 
does? This is a terrible thing throughout the nation. 


I QUOTE here some very interesting and 
important articles from the National Voice, Los Angeles, 
California (August 6, 1953, issue): “Ninety per cent of 
the six thousand divorce cases heard annually in this 
city are caused by drunkenness, according to Judge Jo- 
seph H. Silbert. The facts have discouraged the official.” 
“Judge Edward Blythin told trustees of the Cleveland 
Crime Commission that eighty-five per cent of all crim- 
inal cases heard in Cleveland last year were traceable to 
liquor, gambling, or beer.” 

The September 17, 1953, issue says, “Ashville, N. C.— 
After thirty-four years on the Federal Bench, Judge 
E. Yates Webb, of Shelby, regards liquor as the greatest 
single cause of crime in this country and holds that total 
nation-wide prohibition is the only effective cure for the 
problem. In Judge Webb’s opinion, the prohibition law 
was not a failure during its period of operation, and it 
would not be a failure if a similar law were re-enacted. 
Neither does he feel that bootlegging was or would be a 
serious drawback to enforcement of a prohibition law. 
Judge Webb believes that directly or indirectly the use of 
liquor has figured in the cause of at least seventy-five 
per cent of the criminal cases with which he has dealt.” 


THE November 12, 1953, issue: “Judge Gar- 
man said, ‘Since narcotics court opened April 2, we have 
handled more than 7,700 cases. More than 4,000 of those 
have involved young people between the ages of 17 and 
25, and 75 per cent of them have been male. If you de- 
stroy that 17-25 group, you will destroy America. Russia 
won’t have to do it; we’ll do it ourselves.’” Editorials of 
November 12, 1953, issue: “The tragic toll of alcohol upon 
our highways presents another staggering spectacle. The 
highway toll for 1951 was, persons killed, 37,100; persons 
injured, 1,962,600, which made a grand total of 1,999,700. 
Prohibition is returning in many parts of the country, 
and we can make it return for the entire nation if we 
set our hands to the task with renewed zeal, energy, and 
with prayer and trust in God. Our God is a great God, 
and He is against the liquor traffic.” 

The July 17, 1952, issue: “Miami judge sees woes of 
people increase yearly. ‘Alcohol causes 90 per cent of the 
troubles brought to this court. Ten years ago it was not 
more than 6 per cent.’” 

Note there the judge’s statement of the tremendous 
increase from 6 to 90 per cent in ten years. Saying noth- 
ing of the fast increase of criminals, deaths, wrecks, and 
ugly behavior caused from intoxication, but speaking only 
of present conditions, where is the promise or hope of the 
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moral virtue and sobriety of our youth except in those 
who are kept under subjection and brought up the Bible 
way, “Train up a child in the way he should go: and 
when he is old, he will not depart from it’? “And, ye fa- 
thers, provoke not your children to wrath: but bring them 
up in the nurture and admonition of the Lord,” Ephesians 
6:4. 

I think it would be impossible to obey the above scrip- 
tures or stay in the will of God in any other way than 
bringing the children up in church and Sunday School 
where they have protection from evil temptations. It’s 
only natural for children to become attached to some- 
thing whether it’s right or wrong, and while they are yet 
tender and ready to grasp and love whatever their as- 
sociates are interested in is the wonderful opportunity to 
be the right example before them; otherwise, the world 
has to offer them picture shows, dances, poolrooms, beer 
and liquor stores, honky-tonks, gambling dens, etc. These 
are deadly poison to the morals of the youth, and, to my 
opinion, the practice of moderate drinking of the adults 
is one of their worst enemies. So many times have I 
heard “One drink will do you no harm.” This is just as 
inconsistent as to say, “One sin will do you no harm,” 
when the Bible plainly tells us that “He that committeth 
sin is of the devil: for the devil sinneth from the begin- 
ning. For this purpose the Son of God was manifested, 
that he might destroy the works of the devil,” 1 John 
3:8. 


SoME FOLKS USE the word “temperance” 
to justify themselves in moderate drinking. My friend, 
this word “temperance” works well in the way of eating 
and drinking that which is necessary to sustain life, but 
since strong drink is worthless in food value and as a 
thirst satisfier and not in harmony with Bible teaching, 
then total abstinence is the safe plan. Had you thought 
that if four drinks of booze will make a man drunk is 
he not one-fourth drunk when he takes one drink? Many 
scriptures speak against the use of wine and strong 
drink. Let’s read only a few verses: “Woe unto him that 
giveth his neighbor drink, that puttest thy bottle to him, 
and makest him drunken also,” Habakkuk 2:15a. Woe 
unto them that are mighty to drink wine, and men of 
strength to mingle strong drink,” Isaiah 5:22. 

Look not thou upon the wine when it is red, when it 
giveth his color in the cup, when it moveth itself aright. 
At the last it biteth like a serpent, and stingeth like an 
adder,” Proverbs 23:31, 32. The wine has been traced 
back as far as Noah’s day. In Genesis 9:21 after the 
flood when Noah had planted a vineyard it says, “And 
he drank of the wine, and was drunken; and he was un- 
covered within his tent.” Some booze drinkers, trying to 
justify themselves by referring to verse 21, say, “Noah 
was a good man, and he made wine and got drunk.” Yes, 
the Bible says, “Noah was a just man and perfect in his 
generation,” but even Moses, a great man of God who 
communed with God forty years, displeased God and 
missed the intended blessing because of his disobedience. 
King David was a great man, blessed and anointed, but 
he committed a terrible sin and had to repent. God is no 
respecter of persons. Now, whether Noah was ignorant of 
the full intoxicating effects of his wine or to what extent 
he was in fellowship with God may be questionable, but 
I’ll never believe that my God is pleased with drunken- 
ness, sin, or disobedience.

sin in our lives. We should daily examine ourselves, not 
only our actions, but also our motives, for those actions. 
Some deeds that are good in themselves are prompted by 
a desire for vainglory. We should not only examine our 
lives to detect wrong motives, but also to detect the in- 
filtration of bitterness, cynicism, and malice. The wise 
Christian looks within himself as he walks along the way. 

To walk circumspectly we must look upward to dis- 
cover the will of God. We cannot be adamant in even 
our private intentions and ambitions—we must yield 
them to the will of God. What would He have us do? 
What is His plan for us? How can we best serve Him? 
We should look to Him for the answer to these questions 
and not to our own errant desires. 

To walk circumspectly, we must look ahead to avoid 
the snares of Satan. Our enemy has strewn our path with 
pits, traps, and roadblocks. He is so diligent in his effort 
to overcome us that Peter repeated the admonition of 
Paul by saying, “Be sober, be vigilant; because your ad- 
versary the devil, as a roaring lion, walketh about, seek- 
ing whom he may devour,” 1 Peter 5:8. The words “sober” 
and “vigilant” express the same meaning as Paul’s “cir- 
cumspectly.” We must be wide-awake, constantly on 
guard, and always looking about us, lest we fall easy prey 
to the devil. 

To walk circumspectly, we must look all about us to 
find others we may help. To the right of us and to the 
left of us there are those who falter, those who have 
been wounded by the darts of the enemy, those who have 
become bewildered and confused, and those who stagger 
beneath the crushing weight of their burdens. All of these 
are in desperate need of help from you. Unless you walk 
circumspectly, you will not see them, but will be con- 
cerned only about your personal needs and desires. Look 
about you. Find those you can help; they are everywhere. 
By helping them, you help yourself. 

To walk circumspectly, we must look forward to see 
the glory that awaits us at the end of our journey. Those 
who live in anticipation of some happy event are con- 
stantly refreshed and joyful. The drudgery of the day’s 
work is much easier for those who anticipate a pleasant 
evening when work is done. The farmer’s work is less 
tiring all year if he has the promise of a bountiful har- 
vest. Work without hope or promise is slavery. A journey 
without a destination is futile and tedious. To live with 
no hope of life eternal is burdensome and empty. 

The Christian who looks forward sees the glory of his 
destination, and his journey seems short and dear. A 
beast of labor never looks forward to his destination, 
but is concerned only by the portion of the journey he 
is in at present, and the journey to him is labor. Man 
anticipates the end of the journey, and it is to him a 
delight. That is why Paul said, “If ye then be risen with 
Christ, seek those things which are above, where Christ 
sitteth on the right hand of God. Set your affection on 
things above, not on things on the earth,” Colossians 
3:1, 2. 

Fools walk with their eyes set in one direction—and 
that is very often to the things behind them! Wise Chris- 
tians take constant, sweeping spiritual glances to all 
conditions about, above, and within them. By knowing 
where they are, by knowing their surroundings, by know- 
ing those who are with them, they are safe themselves 
and helpful to others.

in their hand in an astounding way (Daniel 8:25). This 
passage has been misconstrued to mean that the Anti- 
christ will cause a great wave of prosperity, but it posi- 
tively does not have that meaning. The Bible means 
what it meant in the language in which it was original- 
ly written. The original word which is here rendered 
“craft” is “mirmah” (pronounced meermaw) and means 
“fraud.” In the King James Version it is rendered 
“craft” one time, “deceit” nineteen times, “deceitful” 
eight times, “false” two times, “feigned” one time, “guile” 
one time, “subtilty” one time, “treachery” one time. Not 
once is it translated in such a way as to suggest the 
manual arts or trades. Moffatt renders it intrigue, and 
the Smith-Goodspeed Bible translates it treachery. In 
the margin of the Thompson Bible opposite this verse in 
Daniel is the word “craftiness” with a reference to Gen- 
esis 3:1. The Communists have made lying propaganda 
a fine art and are past masters of it. 

9. In Daniel 11:24 we read that the king of the north, 
spoken of in verse 21 as the vile person, will forecast 
his devices against the strongholds. Strong ‘says this 
word “device in the original in the bad sense means 
“plot.” The Communists have the world honeycombed 
with plots. Their aim is world revolution, and all the 
time they are fomenting revolutionary plots to that end. 

10. “He shall scatter among them the prey, and the 
spoil, and the riches,” Daniel 11:24. This is the theory 
of Communism; that is, to confiscate the wealth of the 
rich and make it common property. 

The king of the north shall exalt himself above every 
god (verse 36). This is one of the outstanding charac- 
teristics of the Antichrist. 

12. The beast of Revelation 13 has the feet of a bear. 
An animal that has the feet of a bear makes the track 
of a bear. Today the tracks of the red bear can be seen 
all over the world. When the beast comes, he will make 
the same kind of tracks. An animal is built on its feet, 
for they are its foundation. I believe that when the 
beast government comes it will be built on Russian 
Communism. 


ToDAY COMMUNISM IS the most power- 
ful and malignant foe of Christianity, and it has been 
gaining ground for many years. One third of the world’s 
population today is under the iron heel of Russia and 
China. When the invasion of Palestine shall come, Rus- 
sia is to be the guard (A.S.V. margin, commander) to 
the many people that are with her. 

American leaders fear Communism more than any 
other organized force of evil, and well they may. Com- 
munism has the devil’s color, his program, and his guid- 
ance. All that the Communists would have to do to pro- 
duce the Antichrist would be to succeed in doing what 
they are trying to do, and they are making good head- 
way. 

In view of all this array of evidence in favor of the 
king of the north being the Antichrist, must we still be- 
lieve in the revival of the Roman Empire? I do not 
think so. The vision of the great image which Nehbuchad- 
nezzar saw and which Daniel interpreted for him does 
not so indicate. In that vision we see deterioration, divi- 
sion, and disunity at the close of this age. These are not 
the elements of which empires are built. England, 
France, and Italy were the strong nations only a few 
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years ago among the nations that were once in the Ro- 

man Empire. They have been losing their empires. They 

would all soon fall into the hands of Russia if it were 
t for the United States. Any prospective United States 
Europe would not be Roman nor an empire. 


The “Little Horn” of Daniel, seven if you will notice, 
shall make war against the saints and shall prevail 
against them until the Ancient of days shall come. The 
Ancient of days is God the Father, and He shall come 
before the Son comes. So whoever the “Little Horn” is, 
he is not the end-time Antichrist. In Revelation 4 and 5 
John saw the Ancient of days on the throne before the 
seals were opened. The Papacy answers the description 
of the “Little Horn” pretty well. The only difficulty I 
can see with this view is in regard to the timt, times 
and the dividing of time, and this is more apparent than 
real, for he exercises his power until a time, times and 
the dividing of time. This could be the reign of the beast 
during which the harlot will be destroyed by the kings 
that will be confederate with the beast (Revelation 
17:16, 17). 

In Revelation 17:11 it speaks of the beast being the 
eighth and of the seven. The description of the first 
beast of Revelation 13 suggests that it is a combination 
of all the preceding world powers, which it would cer- 
tainly be if it has power over all kindred tongues and 
nations (verse 13). So, I do not think we are obliged to 
believe in the revival of the Roman Empire. We should 
recognize the great peril of Russia. If the great tribula- 
tion comes through her, it is much nearer than if the 
Roman Empire has to be revived first. The coming of 
Jesus and the coming of the Antichrist are linked to- 
gether in prophecy. The sign of one is the sign of the 
other. Let us realize that both are close at hand.

went out before the army to say, “Praise the Lord for 
his mercy endureth for ever,” and when they began to 
sing and to praise the Lord, He set ambushments against 
the enemy and they were smitten. 

The weapons of prayer, faith, and praise, with a clear 
conscience toward God, will bring His children anything 
heaven has in store for them. 

Let’s put on the whole armor of God so that we will 
be able to stand against the wiles of the devil. His 
hosts of evil spirits are deceiving and blinding many who 
neglect to do God’s will; the time is short, and it is later 
than we think. 


Individual man seems to be giving way to mass man. 
Man, the individual, whose free spirit was rediscovered 
and espoused in the Reformation, is threatened by a 
composite man. Man, the individual—with an immortal, 
individual sovl—standing in solemn grandeur as a cre- 
ated being before the sovereign majesty of his Creator, 
is yielding everywhere to collectivized man.

The life of Western man, once sustained and uplifted 
by religion, is progressively secularized. Services to human 
lives which had their inception in religious faith and 
which for centuries were motivated by the religious spirit 
no longer have specific relation to religion at all—From 
America’s Spiritual Recovery, by Edward L. R. Elson 
(Fleming H. Revell Company). 


We have greater light, but what are we doing with it? 
We have more speed, but where is it carrying us? The 
method of news transmission is hundreds of times faster 
than it was a century ago, but what is the news that is 
being carried over these facilities? We have multiplied 
horsepower into atomic power, but in what state has this 
discovery of power left the world? The nations which 
were successful in perfecting it now recoil in horror from 
it. The other nations have nightmares day and night be- 
cause of it. We thought that we were making progress. 
We made material things our god, but, behold, we have 
awakened to the realization that our homemade gods 
are not powerful enough to save us, but powerful enough 
to destroy us in short order. Thus many are beginning to 
retreat from the gods they have made and to lift their 
eyes to the God who made them. Maybe we are ap- 
proaching the time when men will fear their own gods 
and will serve the true and living God.—From How Firm 
a Foundation, by R. C. Campbell (Fleming H. Revell 
Company).

They do not have 
such ministerial authority as to bap- 
tize, receive members in the Church, 
or officiate at the Lord’s Supper or 
feet washing.

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NEW INTEREST IN BIBLE 
SEEN IN CHILE 

SANTIAGO, Chile (EP) A revival of 
religious interest in Chile has resulted 
in crowded evangelistic meetings in 
large halls and open-air stadiums and 
in the sale by the Bible Society there 
of over 4,000 Bibles in one week. These 
facts were given in an address to the 
Committee of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society in London by Rev. D. C. 
Brackenridge, Secretary in Chile to 
the Society and its American counter- 
part. Mr. Brackenridge stated that 
circulation of the Scriptures in Chile 
was free and unimpeded; it was a 
country of great opportunity. The cir- 
culation in 1953 was 176,300 volumes, 
of which 16,908 were complete Bibles 
and 30,032 were New Testaments. The 
Scriptures had been sold in twenty 
tongues, with Spanish taking the lead. 

Mr. Brackenridge quoted the follow- 
ing from an article in La Nacion as 
being indicative of the new interest 
aroused in the Scriptures: “Here in 
the capital—in the heart of Santiago 
—there is a store which exhibits only 
copies of the Bible in all sizes, quali- 
ties, and versions. They are printed 
in Spanish, English, German, Italian, 
Portuguese, Latin, Greek, Hebrew, 
Russian, Arabic, Hungarian, Polish, 
Bohemian, Slovenian, Danish, Dutch, 
Yiddish, Afrikaans, Japanese, and 
even Esperante. There is a special edi- 
tion for the blind in braille; curious 
copies in Mapuche, the language of 
our Araucanian Indians; others in 
Aymara and Quechua. The prices vary 
from 30 to 500 pesos. This bookstore 
is the only one of its kind in the 
country.” As a result of the article, 
many people came seeking Scriptures 
in various languages which they had 
thought impossible to get in Santiago, 
and one day a man bought and car- 
ried off twenty Bibles in twenty dif- 
ferent languages to distribute among 
his linquistic friends. 


ENCYCLOPEDIA SUPPLEMENTARY 
VOLUMES ANNOUNCED 

An important publishing project, 
watched eagerly by the entire religious 
world, will be brought to completion 
in September of 1955 with the release 
of two supplementary volumes to the 
famous New Schaaf-Herzog Ency- 


“clopedia of Religious Knowledge. The 


encyclopedia proper, in thirteen vol- 
umes, was reprinted in 1949 and 1950 
by the same publisher, Herman Baker, 
of Baker Book House, Grand Rapids, 
Michigan. The addition of these two 
supplementary volumes, under the ed- 
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itorship of Dr. Lefferts A. Loetscher, 
Associate Professor of Church History, 
Princeton Theological Seminary, will 
add contemporary scholarship to this 
classic encyclopedia and will provide 
scholars throughout the world with 
the most complete and most up-to- 
date source of information on: reli- 
gions, missions, church history, re- 
ligious biography, religious movements, 
theological trends, archeological dis- 
coveries, Biblical criticism, and many 
other subjects. About two hundred 
contributors have participated in the 
preparation of these volumes, many 
of them from Europe. 

The project of producing these two 
supplementary volumes was initiated 
as soon as the reprinting of the origi- 
nal set was under way. The first step 
was the selection of Dr. Loetscher as 
editor-in-chief, together with Cornel- 
ius Zylstra, from the staff of Baker 
Book House, as managing editor. Both 
worked very closely with a staff of se- 
lected scholars in the preparation of 
new material for the two volumes in 
the following fields: Old Testament, 
New Testament, Ancient Church, Med- 
ieval and Reformation Church, Post- 
reformation Church, Contemporary 
ort, Comparative Religion, Sy- 
stematic Theology, Practical Theology 
and Ecclesiastical Terminology. 

The two supplementary volumes will 
consist of a total of about 1,000 double- 
column pages and approximately 1,- 
000,000 words. They will appear in 
bindings to match the original set 
and will be sold through religious 
bookstores and general bookstores 
everywhere. 


CHURCH ATTENDANCE LAID 
TO FEAR 

PRINCETON, N.J. (EP) The in- 
crease in church-going throughout 
the country today can be traced to 
one dominant factor, in the opinion 
of three out of every ten Americans 
questioned in a nation-wide survey by 
the American Institute of Public Opin- 
ion. That factor is public unrest and 
concern over the future. The second 
major explanation advanced by the 
public is the renewed faith of Ameri- 
cans in God as the Supreme Being. 


LIGHTED TORCH FLOWN 
FROM ISRAEL 

JERUSALEM (EP) A torch which 
was blessed at a religious ceremony 
held on Mount Zion by Rabbi S. Z. 
Kahane, Director General of the Min- 
istry for Religious Affairs, has been 


flown to the United States. The torch, 
which will be used for the coming 
Hannukah festival—the Feast of 
Lights, which celebrates the revolt of 
Judas Maccabeus and the miracle of 


the cruse of undefiled oil, which 
burned for eight days instead of one— 
was handed over for dispatch to 
America at a ceremony held at Modin, 
the traditional home of the Macca- 
bean family. 


ALCOHOLICS INCREASE FIFTY 
PER CENT IN TEN YEARS 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) In 1940 
there were 2,632,000 alcoholics in the 
United States. By 1950 the number 
had jumped to 3,876,000 and was still 
climbing. These figures are the results 
of studies made by Dr. E. M. Jellinek, 
former Director of the Yale School of 
Alcohol Studies and now Consultant 
on Alcoholism to the World Health 
Organization of the United Nations. 
Necessary statistics cause the esti- 
mates to lag three to four years. 

In a letter to The Clipsheet, Dr. Jel- 
linek writes: “The estimate for 1950, 
as yet unpublished, is 3,876,000 alco- 
holics in the U. S. A., of whom 3,280,000 
were male and 596,000 female. Com- 
pared with 1949, the number of male 
alcoholics has increased by 4,000 and 
the number of female alcoholics by 
20,000. The rate per 100,000 adults 
(age twenty and over) has been prac- 
tically unchanged since 1948 (3,952 per 
100,000). For two years in succession, 
no increase in the rate has been seen.”

ILLNESS 

SAN FRANCISCO, California (EP) 
At the American Medical Association’s 
convention in San Francisco some 
weeks ago, there was released the re- 
sults of the ACS’s study on the rela- 
tionship between smoking and lung 
cancer and other ailments.
